Our Representation in the Domin- 
ion Parlhament. 


Eprror Staxpanp :—Ever since the admie- 
sion of British Columbia into the Dominion 
of Caanda, the leaders of the “Grit” party, 
backed by their newspaper press throagbout 
the entire country, bave been loudia their 
denunciation of the Federal Government, for 
havieg accorded to our Province, the Repre- 
sentation ebe has in the Parliament of the 
Dominion ; and the cry from one end of Cana- 
da tothe other bas been, that we were not 
entitled te evea one member in >the House of 
Commons. As figures are said udt to lie, | 
trust these given below wil! have the effect, 
in some measure, of putting a stop to the mis- 
representation and political capital, endea- 
voured to be made out of the Terms of Union 
between this Province and the Domiazion. 
From a statement lately published, and which 
vou copied into Saturdav’s Staxpaap, show- 
ing the Imports and Revenue derived there 
from for the year ending 30th June, 1872, 
we find that the imports of dutiable goods 
imported into ali portious of the Dominion, 
other than British Columbia, were as fol- 
lowe :— 


Datiable goods...... $66,778,650 
Duties received ow the same.. 12,673,818 
British Columbia Inports of 
datiable goods..|........... 1,767,068 
Duties received on thé same... 342,400 
Te will thus be seen thatthe payment by 
all tbe other portions of the Domiuion, ot 
the sum of $12,673,818 into the general 
revenue, entitles them to send one bundred 
and pinety-four members to Parliament ; the 
question tben arises how many would British 
Columbia, by the paymant. of $342,400, be 
entitled to send? I find by this simple process 
that we are entitled to a! representation of 
five members, and one quarter of the sixth ; 
or to put it in figures, 5 24-100. This in the 
face of the depression in our commerce ever 
since we entered the Dominion, may be taken 
asavery fairindex, that in the future, we 
will not be the burden to the general Govern- 
ment, thatthe Grits claim. When it is taken 
intu consideration, our extent, geographical 
position, aod vast undeveloped resources, the 
giviog up of our independeuce, in order to 
the formation’ of a great country, I don’t 
think our friends on the other side of the 
mountains bave any reason to think that we 
bave got any more io this union than we had 
a just right to expect. From the figures 
above given, taken in a money point of view, 
we are clearly entitled te send to Ottawa 
5 24-100 members,-and to cut us down to 
five, would be manifestly unjust. I therefore 
hope that the outcry raised in the East, 
against us and our Terms of Union, will be 
allowed to drop.
